Cards Banished 


From Campus 


The recent campus card play- 
ing controversy came to abrupt 
end last week as the SAC Execu- 
tive Council voted to _ prohibit 
card playing on campus. 

The card conflict, was brought 
to the attention of the Executive 
Board two months ago due to poor 
conditions in the Student Union, 
attributed directly to card play- 
ing. ; 

Taking action, the council on 
March 26th voted to prevent card 
playing in the snack bar but mov- 
ed that it be allowed freely in the 
lounge and in the patio. Card play- 
ing was not banished at that time 
on the condition that card players 
keep the place clean. 


However, due to an apparent 
lack of concern on the part of 
campus card players, the areas 
were not kept clean, resulting in 
last week’s decision to abolish 
card playing on campus. 


A petition, drawn up by the 
card playing faction protesting 
the ruling of the Executive Board, 
has been circulating on the cam- 
pus but has not yet been presented 
to the council.

Venstrom, Chairitan Department o Journalism 
Journalism Department Offers Top 
Training For Future Newspapermen 


“There are more newspaper jobs listed with us than 
we have students to fill them,’’ Carl Venstrom, SAC jour- 
nalism chairman said this week, and added, ‘‘Opportunity 
is better today in the field of journalism than most news- 


papermen have ever heard of.” 

Venstrom speaks from practical 
experjence, having worked on a 
Seattle daily newspaper for three 
years. He also holds an A.B from 
the University of Washington at 
Seattle, and an M.S, from the 
University of Southern California. 

Before coming to SAC nine 
years ago, Venstrom was on the 
USC faculty for three years. At 
SAC he is instructor of English as 
well as juornalism instructor, 
chairman of the department and 
adviser to El Don staff. 


Under his direction El Don has 
each year, won at least one All- 
American, the top honor granted 
Junior college newspapers by the 
journalism department of the 
University of Minnesota. In that 
nine years, the campus newspaper 
has also won many Medalist 
Awards given by Columbia Uni- 
versity to the top ten-junior col- 
lege newspapers throughout the 
United States. 


SAC offers a two year program 
in journalism, with an unique 
laboratory set-up in which’ stu- 
dents receive practicial city room 
experience. The embryo. journalist 
is given a newsstory assignment 
by the editor, the student makes 
an appointment with the subject 
of the story, then interviews him, 
and writes up the story in the 
newsroom, with a view to having 
it published:in El Don. 

The story is then checked by 
the editor and the advisor. If it is 
not written in suitable English or 
does not follow El Don policy, the 
student is asked to rewrite it. 

In this laboratory, students 
learn the routine of a newspaper 
city room, how to prepare pro- 
fessional copy, proof-reading, 
newspaper symbols and news- 
paper make-up, and, perhaps most 
important how to work together 
under pressure. In addition to 
these laboratory classes two hours 
of lecture is given each week to 
freshman students on news writ- 
ing and editorial writing. Two 
hours of lecture is also given 
weekly to all sophomores on head- 
line writing, makeup, and editing.

Only Time Will Tell If Modern Art JAPANESE 
Is Too Extreme; Egge Explains Views

“In this day and age when we’re getting more and 
more mechanized we are losing our individuality and in- 
itiative, and the modern artist’s extreme expression is a 
grasping to retain creativeness,’’ Miss Frances Egge, art 


instructor, said in 
modern art. 

“We are in a transitory period 
when styles and forms of expres- 
sion are changing,” Miss Egge ad- 
ded. “It’s fun to be a part of this 
interesting age, but we are so 
close to it we cannot see it in it’s 
true perspective. 

“Perhaps, in a hundred years or 
so, when they look back on us in 
the light of viruses, atomic energy 
and outer space, they will come to 
the conclusion that our art hasn’t 
been as extreme as some now be- 
lieve,” Miss Egge contends. 


But she is willing to concede 
that much of it undoubtedly will 
be cast aside as experimental just 
as we have done to inventions, and 
even art, of a hundred years ago. 


Miss Egge also believes that one 
of the healthiest signs of the art 
of our time is that it is democrat- 
ic. The artist has absolute free- 
dom in selecting materials, pro- 
cess, subject matter, symbols and 
design. In other ages artists were 
told by their patrons or the 
church, what to paint and how to 
paint it.
